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A Lot of Dirty Laundry 
In ACW’s Laundry Union 


THE HEADS of the Amalgamated Clothing 
Workers were unpleasantly surprised on Monday 
morning, April 17, when the 1,300 workers of 
Cascade Laundry, reputed to be the largest, in 
the country, marched out on strike, The plant 
has been under an ACW contract for many years, 
But it wasn't the ACW that called the strike. 
District 50 of the United Mine Workers sprung it. 

The first idea to enter the minds of AC 
President Jacob Potofsky and his associates was 
to rush hotfoot to Mayor 
O’Dwyer’s office to get all the 
king’s horses and men to . 
break the strike: The Mayor 
was certainly appreciative of 
the political support . they 

ve him, for no sooner was 
the pF gen made than an 
army of uniformed,.mounted, 
298 te ue and 
other ty of police torces 
sarod. the giant laundry 
with all the equipment a 
modern police force like New 
York can muster. Even a field telephone service 
was set up. A pall of police terror hung over 
the surrounding area largely of Negro people. 

On the migra dogg began “Operation scab- 
herding.” Here is the way, it was carried out, as 


described to me by one member of the ACW. 


Two police cars drove up to the laundry in which 
he is employed. The business agent serving it 
stepped out and walked in. He pointed to six 
workers and motioned them to go with him. The 
police cars took the six to the struck Idundry, 
where they were put to work. That's how it was 
done in many laundries. Many of the workers 
balked and walked out after discovering what was 
wanted. But others were afraid they'd be fired.

I DON’T KNOW what the final outcome of 
that strike will be. And I have no preference 
for either the Jeaders of District“50 or of the 
ACW. My cOncern is. for the workers in the 
shops. But I do know that breaking the strike is 
not for their good. 

What is it that caused the workers to. respond 
so readily to a strike call of an outside union? 
That's the real question. The answer is in the 
conditions of the 30,000 laundry workers in the 
city. They have had a union for some 15 years 
but their earnings are the lowest in the city. 

The recently renewed contract gave them 
about nothing. New York Department of Labor 
statistics show women in laundries averaging $31 
a week and men (which includes the higher paid 
drivers) $37 a week. 

On top of that, -resentment mounts. because 
the leaders of the union behave like colonial 
agents toward the members, most of whom are 
Negroes and Puerto Ricans. This was reflected 
recently in the firing or demotion of some among 


the Negroes in union leadership. 


LEST THE- ABOVE be taken as implying 
that leaders of District 50 are an- improvement, I 
cite the fact that two of the gentlemen hired by 
that union for the Cascade operation are: former 
co-managers of the Laundry Joint Board named 
Roy Sodden and Joe Gentile. Both were removed 
from their posts for extremely un-unionlike activi- 
ties in relations with employers, They carry no 
credentials worthy of confidence.
